Peonies and Velvet. Laura Coombs Hills was an important member of Boston’s artistic community in the opening decades of the 20th century. Early in her career 
she worked as a commercial artist, producing designs for products ranging from posters and greeting cards to needlepoint patterns, calendars and candy boxes, as 
well as illustrations for children’s books. But Hills is most highly regarded for her portrait miniatures and for lush floral pastels like Peonies and Velvet.
